CLAPPING THE HANDS. 


A Mode of Salutation Among 
African Tribes. 

Among the Uvinza, “when two 
‘grandees’ meet, the junior leans for- 
ward, bends his knees and places the 
palms of his hands on the ground on 
each side of his feet, while the senior 
claps his own hands six or seven times. 
They then change round, and =the 
junior slaps himself first under the left 
armpit and then under the right. But 
when a ‘swell’ meets an inferior the 
superior only elaps hands, and does not 
fully return the salutation by follow- 
ing the motions Sf the one who first sa- 
lutes. On two commoners meeting 
they pat their stomachs, then clap 
hands at each other, and finally shake 
(i. e., take) hands. These greetings 
are observed to an unlimited extent, 
and the sound of patting and clapping 
is almost unceasing.” Serpa Pinto 
found this ceremonial clapping in vio- 
lent exercise among the Ambuellas.

Ishogos to be clapping the hands to- 
gether and stretching them out 
alternately several times. Among the 
Walunga in the morning on every side 
a continuous clapping of hands goes on 
with the accompaniment of ‘‘K wi-tata, 
kwi-tata?” which is their mode of say- 
ing: ‘“‘How d’ye do?” If a chief passes 
they drop on their knees, bow their heads 
tothe ground, clap vigorously and hum- 
bly mutter: “‘Kwi-tata, Kwi-tata?” The

LAWS OF NEVADA. 


Passed at the Fifteenth Session 
of the Nevada Legisiature, Eod- | 


ing March 19, 1891. 


The Gazerrr continues to-day the 
publication of the laws enacted by the 


last Legislature : 


CHAP. LXXXI. 


An Act to provide for the election 
School Trustees and matters properly 


connected therewith. 


[Its provisions are so complex that 
the Gazerre gives it in full to enable 
all interested in schoo! matters to care- 


fully consider it.—Eprror. } 


The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, 


do enact as follows: 


Section 1. An election of School | 
Trustees shall be held in each School 
District in the State on the fourth 
Monday in May, 1892, and at such 
election two Trustees shall be elected, 
one to serve two years and one to 
serve four years ; provided, however, 
that in districts having a voting popu- 
lation at the last preceding general 
election of fifteen buodred or over, 
one Trustee shall be elected 
to serve two years and two to 
serve four years. The Trustees 
elected to serve two years shall take 
office on the first Monday in January, 
A. D. 1893, and serve until the first 
Monday in July, 1894, and the Trus- 
tees elected to serve four years shall 
take office on the first Monday in Jan- 
uary, 1893 and serve until the first 
Monday in July, 1896.. At the elec- 
tion to be held in May, 1894, there 
shall be elected in each School Dis- 
trict one Trustee to serve two vears, 
and one to serve four years; pro- 
vided. however, that in all districts 
having a voting population of fifteen 
hundred or over at the last general 
election, two Trustees shall be elected 
for four vears, and one fortwo years, 
and the trustees elected to serve four 
years shall take office On the. first } 
Monday in January, 1895, and serve 
until the first Monday in July, 1899, 
and those chosen to serve two years 
shall take office onthe first Monday 
in January, 1893, and serve until the 


firet Monday in July, 1895. 


Sec. 2. At the schoo! election to 
be held the fourth Monday in May, 
1896, and every two years thereafter, 
there shall be elected one Trustee to 
serve four years, and one Trustee to 
serve two years; provided, however, 
that in School Districts having a vot- 
ing population of fifteen hundred or 
over at the last general _election, there 
shall be elected two Trustees to serve 
four years and one to serve two years, 
and said Trustees shall take their of- 
fice on the first Monday in July next 
succeeding their election, and hold 
until their successors are elected or 
appointed ; provided, that in all coun- 
ties having a voting population, at the 
last general election, of more than 
seven hundred and seventy-five, and 
not exceeding seven hundred and 
ninety, there shall bean election of 
Schovol Trustees held on the fourth 
Monday in May, A. D. 1891, and every 
two years. thereafter. There shall be 
elected at such election two Trustees 
to serve two years and one Trustee to 
serve four years, and at each election 
thereafter there shall be elected one 
Trustee to serve two years and one 
Trustee to serve four years.
